Arrests Here Trap 
Detroit Gang. 


Raids by police and federal authori- 
ties in Chicago and Detroit yesterday« 
frustrated a daring attempt to flood 
the cities of the middle west with 
$1,000,000 in ,bogus federal reserve 
no One raid on a luxurious apart- 
ment house in Detroit alone netted 
$500,000 in spurious currency. Seizures 
in other cities are expected today. 


The federal agents’ activity followed; 


a search of an elaborately furnished 
flat at 930 Edgecomb place, Chicago, 
occupied by George F. Choate and T., 
B. Tyler. More than $20,000 in bogus 
bills were seized. Choate and Tyler 
were turned over to federal authorities. 

Information these men supplied made 
the Detfoit raid possible. In both 
cities, the men revealed, they had been 
able to operate for some time unmo- 
lested because they maintained head- 


quarters in high class residence dis- 
tricts. 


| The Raid in Detroit. 
When Capt. Thomas I. Porter tele- 
graphed to the Detroit office of Joseph

FRENCH OPINION 


LefevreAlarm Not Shared 
by Chamber. 


PARIS, Dec. 24.—France is in a po- 
sition to amply protect herself against 
Germany, if necessary, was the pre- 
vailing opinion manifested in the cham- 
ber today following criticisms against 
the present government policy by An- 
dre Lefevre, former minister of war. 

The new war minister, Flaminius 
Raiberti, said he was in accord with 
Marshals Foch and Petain in advocat- 
ing a reduction of the period of mili- 
tary service and lightening the army 
budget. He announced that the Ger- 
mans had destroyed or delivered 3, 896 


. cannon and that 60,000 more were in 


the course of delivery. 

Lefevre, in explaining his retirement 
from the war ministry, had said: 

“TI believe Germany still has 200,000 
machine guns.” 

He affirmed also that the Krupp 
works had continued working under. 
intense pressure, turning out field 
guns, after the armistice and until the 
peace treaty’s commission of control 
was installed. | 

M. Lefevre declared he had docu- 
ments in his possession showing that 
under divers names there were for- 
mations in Germany of men under 
arms numbering more than 2,500,000. 

“Germany Cannot Come Back.” 

M. Lefevre’s views were answered 
at once by government supporters. 

“Germany cannot come back,” said 
Lieut. Col. Jean Fabry. “When a 
country, after forty-four years of vic- 
torious preparation, could not wage a 
winning war, it is idle to think that, 
defeated, she can have success.’ 

Premier Leygues took the floor and 
recalled that France held bridgeheads 
on the Rhine which she was supposed 
to give up in fifteen yearg only if Ger- 
many executed the treaty of Versailles. 
He added to the statistics given by 
M. Raiberti, saying that of 30,000 mo- 
tors and 18,000 airplanes Germany pds 
sessed after the signing of the armi- 
stice she had delivered 25,000 motors 

and 16,000 airplanes. 
Compared with 1914, 


Andre Tardieu interrupted the pre- 
mier to ask if it were not a fact that 
the Franco-American treaty not having 
been ratified, and the Franco-British 
treaty being noneffective for that rea- 
gon, France, according to the treaty 
of Versailles, could hold the left bank 
of the Rhine until Germany executed 
the treaty terms. 

To this M. Leygues replied: 

“It is quite true that we no longer

‘IS THERE A FILIPINO 


INSURRECTION? 
_ Seventy members of the Philippine constabulary 
have pleaded guilty to charges of sedition. There 
also are murder charges against some of them. 
They shot American police of Manila in a disturb- 
ance following the arrest of the wife of a member 


of the constabulary. When the report of the dis- 


order was sent from Manila no mention was madé 
of sedition, although there was an overtone of 
trouble more serious than an episodic race flareup. 
Filipino agitators may be even closer to inde- 
pendence than they care to be. We can interpret 
; the sentiment of the people only through their poli- 
ticlans and a few nationalistic spokesmen. A Fili- 
pino delegate in congress says independence is 
wanted, preferably with guaragties, but without 
them if necessary. He speaks officially. 
_ Americans have been committed to giving the 
islands their freedom when they were ready and we 
beliove that we are ready and hope they are. They 


have had over twenty ycars of preparation. A new, 


generation has gone through American schools and 
is enfranchised since the Americans took the 
islands. It ought not to be necessary to train their 
children in turn. If they cannot make it go now 
they probably never will make it go. If they are 
headed in the direction of the Japanese empire it 
may be their destiny. | 
We are ready to let them go and thus shorten our 
front. We have Hawali and Alaska to protect. 
We need them both and intend to keep them both. 
For these reasons we hope that no nationalistic 
zealots corrupt the Philippine constabulary and 
produce a situation which will not permit Ameri- 
cans to carry out their wise policy. We are for 
letting our little brown brothers paddle their own 
canoe and we don’t want Uncle Sam in the boat. 


SPEAKING OF GOOD WILL. 
Judge Taft has done well to protest emphatically 
against the antiJewish propaganda of Henry 
Ford’s organ, the Dearborn Independent. é 
To begin with, it is grossly unjust, and injustice 
ought to die quickly in the atmosphere of Ameri- 
can life.

True Americanism does 
not recognize pro-Jewish or anti-Jewish, pro-Irish 
or anti-Irish, pro-German or anti-German, pro- 
British or anti-British partisanship. 3

HOFFMAN THINKS AGAIN. 

Gen.. Wilhelm Hoffmann, former chief of staff 
of the German east army, had a great deal to do 
with the introduction of Lenin into Russia.

Germany has two | 
dangers now, the danger that it will be attacked 
by bolshevism, which it introduced into Russia, and 
the danger that it cannot survive the peace of Ver- 
sailles. These dangers were created by German 
military square heads, with Hoffmann as a con- 
trolling type. 

Hoffmann now has another idea regarding Rus- 
sia. It. is that an allied army under Pershing, 
Joffre, of Foch should first take Petrograd and 
then Moscow, unhorse Lenin, and chase the com- 
missars into the Baltic. 

Hoffmann's two other ideas regarding Russia 
have had the worst consequences of the war. The 
world might not be able to stand another one of his. 


MR. HARDING’S CABINET. 

President Wilson’s mind repelled intellectual 
contact. Mr. Harding’s invites it. Mr. Wilson)! 
could proceed only with a cabinet which reflected 
ideas. Mr. Harding indicates that he wants one 
which helps in the formation of policies. Mr. Wil- 
son broke the cabinet members whom he could 
not bend. Bryan resigned. Garrison resigned. 
Lansing resigned. The president could deal only 
with neutral, passive, or sympathetic men gf the 
private secretary type. 

Reports from Washington and from Marion in- 
dicate that Mr. Harding will form a strong gov- 
ernment, with men at the head of the departments 
able to conduct them with initiative and force and 
able to contribute to the formation of national 
policies ideas which will be taken into account. 

We believe that the nation will be strong as its 
official group is strong. There may be advantages 
in a virtual dictatorship in war, but it is not work- 
able, as we have seen, in peace. The proof of that 
is that we have no peace. ‘

CORNFIELD BANKING. 
{New York Times. ] 
Senator Benjamin Tillman once referred to himself 
as “a cornfield lawyer.” Now we are asked to make 


the acquaintance of cornfield bankers. They popped 
up on both sides of the senate chamber when the 
joint resolution was passed declaring “ the opinion of 
congress ” to be that the federal reserve board should 
take steps to “ grant liberal extensions of credit to the 
farmers of the country.” Nothing was said about 
measures to safeguard the banks. -In North Dakota, 
where the “liberal” farming credits have been grant- 
ed, the banks have been going over like ninepins. 
Even while the senate was passing the resolution 
news came of the failure of two banks in Colorado, 
the reason given being that both had been “ carrying 
considerable farm paper on which it has been impos- 
sible to realize.” But in the opinion of congress the 
remedy is to carry still more farm paper. 

The resolution is likely to remain no more than a 
futile expression of opinion by congress. It will so 
remain if the federal reserve. board does its duty. 
In its reports and in the testimony of its governor 
before the senate committee the fact has been estab- 
lished that there has been no undue contraction of ag- 
ricultural credits. They have been nursed Blong. It 
is the speculative credits that have been sharply cut 
down. The real motive behind the resolution is clear. 
The intent is not to. promote sound banking. It is 
rather to bring about further inflation and higher 
prices for farm products. 

To force up prices temporarily would mean only a 
heavier and more disastrous fall in the end. This is 
the simple truth and must eventually make its way 
even in the senate. That body, by yielding to igno- 
rant clamor and pressure, has exposed itself to fur- 
ther attacks of the same kind. As first fruits of the 
infallible wisdom and firm resolve which the .Repub- 
lican party was to display in the management of pub- 
lic finance the joint resolution leaves a bitter taste in 
the mouth.

Independence, Ia., Dec. 19.—[Editor of 
The Tribune.]—The writer of this ar- 


ticle was raised on a farm and had had” 


much experience in farming, coming to 
Iowa with his parents in 1854. His work 
the first few years was managing the 
breaking team consisting of four yoke 
of oxen and a twenty-two inch breaking 
plow. There have only been a few years 
since that time that he was not manag- 
ing the’ farm of 320 acres for his father 
or himself. During those many years 
he has had much experience with hired 
help or share crop renters and is able to 
state that it has always been and is 
more so now a serious problem to make 
the investment profitable. This is owing 
mainly to being compelled to sell the 
products of the farm without regard to 
the cost of production, as is the con- 
dition when the purchaser makes the 
price. Therefore the most important 
class of goods in the world becomes the 
specia] target for the speculators on 
the board of trade. , 
Furthermore, a competent farmer is as 
much a skilled laborer as any other 
workman and is entitled to good wages. 
Also the agricultural business is the 


| largest in volume and gives employ- 


ment to more people than any other i 
our nation. : 
When the farmer is spoken of in this 


article it means a man who is working 


a farm either as owner or renter and 
not his hired help. They receive their 
specified wages. Therefore it seems to 
the writer as though the government 
might, in some manner, stabilize a basic 
price for nonperishable- agricultural 
products, including cotton and wool, by 
establishing a permanent board of com- 
missioners to analyze the cost to pro- 
duce such goods each year and estab- 
lish the minimum average price cost to 
produce plus a reasonable profit.

RECORDS SHOW 


Fewer Out of Work Here 
_ than in the East. 


BY ARTHUR M. EVANS. 

Here's an observation or two on 
unemployment drawn from two days’ 
talks with representative manufactur. 
ers, labor experts, builders, contractors, 
bankers, and politicians who have been 
touring their wards: 

During December unemployment has 
kept growing, but Chicago has not been 
nearly so hard hit as have the indus 
trial centers of the east, particularly 
the textile and automotive centers, 
which for months have been in the dol- 
drums. It is illustrated by a report 
from one of the leading. eastern rail- 
roads on its present traffic in Chicago 
for less than carload lot shipments. 

Figures Tell Tale. 
This report shows: 3 
Outbound shipments from Chi- 
cago to the east were 30 per cent 
jess than in December a year ago. 
Inbound shipments from the east 


to Chicago were 70 per cent less | 


than for the same period in 1919. 

The figures cover a two weeks’ pe- 
riod. They are significant as indicat- 
ing how much greater the slowing 
down has been in the east than in the 
midwest. : 

Some of Chicago's largest industries 
are running almost with as large a 
force as during the autumn. The ag- 
ricultural implement industry, for in- 
stance, with approximately 25,000 
workers since Nov. 1, has had a layoff 
of about 7 per cent, meaning only 

498 out of employment. Some of 
the big steel mills are running at the 
ga 80 per cent of capacity which 
measured their output last September 
and October. Others are operating 
stonly 35 to 40 capacity. The inde- 
pndents are hardest hit, but in the 

C@umet-Indiana section they are ap- 
parently in much better shape than 
in the mil] centers of Ohio and Penn- 
syivania. 

Some plants in the meta! industries 

- have closed down entirely until after 
New Year's “for repairs.” One em- 
ployment manager estimates that in 
the Calumet-Indiana territory, about 
20,000 men are either out of work or 
are on part.time. Another estimates 
it at 15,000. 


Building Trades Hard Hit. 


The building trades in Chicago are 
hardest hit. Next come the cloth- 
ing workers. Leading builders say 
activities are now reduced by 75 per 
cent. Most of this, of course, is sea- 
sonal, but the estimate is that 25,000 
to 30,000 building craftsmen in Chi- 
cago are out of work. What work 
is progressing is finishing up jobs. 
The steainfitters and plumbers are all 
busy, but the carpenters and bricklay- 
ers are jobless and the dull season is 
duller than usual. 

Contractors are without jobs to figure 
on, and so far preparations for resump- 
tion of work in the spring are being 
held up by building costs which are still 
accounted too high. 

Government reports show that build. 
ing materials, despite the fall in lurm- 
ber and recent cuts in some other lines. 
are still higher, as compared with pre- 
War prices, than any other group of 
commodities with the one exception 
of housefurnishings. Builders declare 
that materials must come down to a 
Stabilized basis before the interest of 
the building public can be revived. 


Talk of Wage Cuts. 


In this connection, too, there is some 
talk of wage reductions from the $1.26 
an hour basis, $1 an hour, and the

He 
tells of the troubled days of “ Pyvema- 
lion’s”’ rehearsals, “when,” says Mr. 
Shaw, “his power would have made 
him a fiend, if he had not been so 


amiable.” Mr. Shaw found all his sug- 
gestions utterly disregarded, not only 
by Sir Herbert, but by Sir Herbert's 
“courtiers,” as he calls them. ce, 
when Mr. Shaw was impelled to inter- 
ference, Tree turned to him, and, with 
suave sarcasm, said: “I seem to have 
heard or read somewhere that plays 
have been actually produced and per- 
formances given in this theater and 
under its present management, be- 
fore you came into it. How do you 
account for that?” With the “blunt 
good faith of a desperate man” Mr. 
Shaw replied: “I can’t account for it!" 
and he went his ways. He saw “ Pyg- 
malion” on its one hundredth night, 
and was so disgusted with it that he 
never saw it again. “ Tree’s real ob- 
jective,” says Mr. Shaw, “was his 
amazing self.” 
The “ memories” are the delightfully 
informal chronicle of a great person- 
age of the theater, a detailed artist, a 
prodigal, spacious, and imaginative pro- 
ducer, a wit, 2 fine social figure, and a 
friendly man. As an actor he was more 
honored here than tn England, because, 
perhaps, we mistook the grand assur- 
ance of his method for the authority & 
genius, having nothing oursélives to 
compare him with.

America, and published the result un- 
der the title “ The Soul of John Brown” 
(Maecmillans]. It is a book of terrific 
candor, with only here and there a 
slight lack of understanding of some 
phases of the large subject. Beginning 
with the insipient beginnings of slav- 
ery, and following that turgid stream 
of ‘history down to the,time of the 
Emancipation, Mr. Graham has then 
Scrutinized the progress of our colored 
folk and the conditions which have aid- 
ed or hindered them. Nor has it been 
through the pages of history or the 
sheets of the newspapers that Mr. Gra- 
ham has acquired his information. Aft- 
er leaving the British army at the 
clase of the world war, he made an ex: 


Louisiana to learn by personal contact 
with the ex-slave the conditions of his 


interested as. few or perhaps no Amer- 
ican could be, this English humanitari- 
an has reported the existing conditions 
to the best of his ability. 


Although he finds the state of the 
Negro pitiable enough, he concludes 
that “the maximum of persecution of 


equal the misery of slavery. Even if 
all the lynchings and burnings and hu- 
miliations and disabilities be put to- 
wether they would not add up to one 
year of servitude. Most Negroes un- 
derstand that. They know that no mat-

This social critic does not look with 
anything approaching complacency, 
however, upon the psychology of our 
twelve million colored citizens. He says 
they are bolshevik in spirit. 

“ They are not in name, but potentially they 
are. They hate the white proletariat because 
the latter uses them ill, but curiously enouch 
they hate a common cause. The leaders of 
the Negto forward movement are almost ex- 
elusively bolshevik in spirit. We cannot won- 
Ger at it. Persecution has developed a great 
resentment and class hate.”

Company Property Valued 
at $85,000,000. 


Gas rates will remain unchanged as 
the result of a decision made yester- 
day by the Illinois public utilities com- 
mission denying the petition of the Peo- 
ples Gas Light and Coke company for 
a 20 per cent increase. The ruling of 
the commission makes permanent the 
present rate of 60 cents for the first 
400 cubic feet, $1.15 for each additional 
1,000 cubic feet, and $1 a thousand for 
all over 50,000 cubic feet. 

Donald R. Richberg, special counsel 
for the city in gas litigation, estimated 
that the immediate saving to gas con- 
sumers from the decision was $7,500,- 
000 a year. 

Valuation Is Fixed. 

The consumers also were behefited in- 
directly by the part of the commis- 
sion’s ruling which establishes the val- 
vation of the company’s property for 
rate making purposes. This fixed it at 
$85,000,000. The company had pre- 
sented figures placing the maximum 
valuation of the property at $156,000.- 
000 and its minimum worth at $114,- 
000,000. The city had placed the valu- 
ation of the gas company’s property 
at $55,000,000. 

Return Is Regulated. 


This decision on the valuation is im- 
portant, as the commission holds that 
the company is entitled to earn 7% 
per cent on the valuation. :The return 
on the basis of the $85,000,000 valuation 
will be $6,375,000. 


CHIEF ISSUES 
NEW RULES FOR 
AUTO PARKING 


Rigid enforcement of the thirty min- 
ute parking ordinance, reinforced by 
two stringent traffic regulations, an- 
nounced by Chief Fitzmorris yesterday, 
will begin Monday morning. One hun- 
dred and ninety-nine traftic policemen 

will be on the job. 
One new regulation prohibits all 
parking in loop alleys. This is designed 
to give free rein to the fire department 
at dgwntown blazes. 

The second regulation is expected to 
uncork the “bottle neck” in streets 
which lead to Michigan avenue. Dou- 
ble lines of parked cars on _ these 
streets have narrowed the outlet of 
loop traffic to Michigan avenue and 
backs up traffic as far- west as Clark 
street, according to a report by Maj. 
R. F. Kelker to the council local trans- 
portation committee.
